In the course of conversation I* 1 and L 2 told Subject that it was 
better she would not take with her any papers meaning the promised treatise 
on Horyns* trial* Actually* this was not the only document available* 
there were somc/othsr as well* and one or two still in writlng*~she was told* 
All assurances on the part of Subject she would be able to smuggle out 

the document were in vain* particularly L 2 was against it* 

Instead he suggested Subjeot would gmk make notea"on everything most 
important" and together with L 1 prepared the list « 

The document Subject wanted to take was entitled"The Trial of Horyn 
brothers" ( Protaes Bratlv Hprynlv) and had about 20 pages* typed on a 
thick paper* L 1 explained to Subject that she was trying to get 
a thinner copy but failed* 

In addition to the given list of names and addresses Subjeot 
was told the following) 

a/ She should convey abroad that L 5 has changed* and it was 

better now not to have anything to do with him. Two weeks before his 

departure for New York* he was visiting "authorities" every day and 
"worked on"* L 1 and L2 stressed several times to be careful with 
L 5 and to convey it to proper people abroad. 
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b/ L 1, L 2 and their friends are working now on the documentation 
on reoent trials and other events in the Ukraine , and they will prepare 
them in ouch a manner as to make it easier to smuggle them out • 

When Subject mentioned that in two years she might / be visiting 
Kiev again, L 1 commented that it would absolutely^ too late to wait 
that long* Someone should oome sooner " from L 9 or Subject”* 

She best way to oontaot L 1 is to do like Subject did, l*e* to come to 
Li's house* 

o/ All possible efforts should be made abroad to help the 
imprisoned - morally and materially. They mentioned ikm Western 
press and International Bed Cross, respectively. 

d/ The arrests lasted from 21 July 1965 to 8 or 9 Sept 1965* 
Altogether there were about 70-80 people arrested* The majority of them 
was afterwards released* 

oVITLYCHNYI Ivan was relaesed after 8 months and now has 
given a provisional job* 

The younger HOBYH is still in LvivIjfCil, in prison's hospital* 

His case is not finished yet* (On this occasion L 1 showed Subject 
the photograph of both Horyne« the younger one wa with the beard*) 
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In Lviv and Kiev^wero protest -demonstrations. Also DZIUBA Ivan 
together with other friends of the arrested wrote a strong protest 
to the authorities. For that he was relieved of his job but now 
re-employed again* He and others remained under constant harassment* 

The situation was still very tense* Arrests stopped but from time^time 
people were being summoned by authorities for interrogations*

and her mother were accompanied by "a correspondent" by the name 
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9* In Warsaw, Poland Subject visited together with other tourists

Subject saw there Rev.PUSZKARSKX and some nuns* There she also met 
a catholic ^underground^ priest from Lviv who oame on visit to Rev* 
PUSZKARSKI by the name NANCHtSHXK.T.Z. , aged about 75-80, his 
aaaress; Ukr S SR , N e s tor 1 v-Lvi vakyi , Shevchenka 70* 

Subject and other tourists were told by Rev* PUSZKARSKI that he was planning 
to build a Ukrainian church in Warsaw and asked for gifts for that 
purpose* He also intxx told some of the people that "eventually our own 
church might help us in getting ft beshop for Ukrainians in Poland"* 

At Miodowa 16 Subject also met a PAWLGW Efeaia, Ukrainian, female, 
agec 4 o- 45, stems from Berezhany, who was asking her to find a sponsor 
lor her or still better a husband in the States*
